LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 22. 


It is roportetl tliat Lexiugiou will soon 


he visited again by rebels in force. Floyd 
imd Humphrey Marshall are said to have 
come through Pound Gap from Western 
Virginia, and to be rapidly advancing iuto 
the centre ot the state. 


•• The town and vicinity is infested with 
Morgan's guerrillas. Four of them Lave 
been captured a short distance out. 


CAIRO, Dec. 23. 


Special to Chicago Journal.-—Light has 


broken at last upon the rebel.raid to the 
Ohioaud Mississippi railroad. From Lieut. 
H. M. Cornell, of the lltli Illinois cavalry, 
»howas taken prisoner at Lexington, Teun., 


L learn the following particulars : 


The rebel force consists of a full brigade 


of cavalry, with six pieces of artillery, un- 
ler the command of Brig. Gen. Forrest. 
They crossed the Tennessee river at Clifton, 
.8 miles east of Jackson, and marched to 
^exington, which is 28 miles east of Jack- 
on. 
An expedition left Jackson on the 17th, 


omposed of the llth Illinois cavalry, part 
of the 5th Ohio cavalry, part of th 2d 
Ten- 


nessee cavalry, and two pieces of the ludi- 
ana 14th artillery, all under command of 
Col. R. Q. Ingersoll, of the 11 ih Illinois. 
They reached Lexington early on the 
mor- 


ning of the 18th, 
and attacked Forrest, and 


a battle of three hours ensued, in which the 
national forces were forced to give way. 
The rebels took Col. IiJ^ersoll, Lieut. Me- 
Guire, who commanded the artillery, Major 
Kurr, Lieut. Cornel!, Capt. Sheppard, Adjt. 
Harrison, and 124 men prisoners. We lost 
seven killed and ten wounded. Sergeant 
T. M. Montgomery of the llth Illinois, was 
killed. The rebel loss was about thirty-five 
in killed and wounded. They took our two 
pieces of artillery. 


The rebel force, with its prisoners, then 


marched up the railroad, taking station af- 
ter station. 
\Vhen they arrived at Hum- 


boldt, they sent in a flag of truce and de- 
manded a surrender. The lieutenant in 
command said he would fight (irat. In the 
time gained by this parley, he put all the 
valuables in the station-house, set fire to it 
and fled. The rebels got about thirty pris- 
oners, who have mostly been stripped of

One of the arguments moat constantly 


and most prominently made by the pro 
slavery democrats in the western states 
against the emancipation of the .slaves, is 
that they will, as acou as made free, eprea< 
all oVer the north. We heard a good dea 
of this,'lost fall, and, the public are destinet 
to hear more and more of it, aa it has it 
effect upon superficial and ignorant minds 
It is just auch .appeals to the selfish am 
barbarous passions which still, darken ou 
civilization, that demagogues of the demo 
cratio school aro likely to make. They dea 
in prejudice and not in reason, and hence 
it is consoling to them to learn from a re 
publican Senator that " instinct," which be 
longs to their animal nature, ia " atronge 
and often'times truer than .*eason."

stock, iu that state, where he lived, would 
be five hundred, and therefore the anti- 
slavery frieud of Senator Collamer ceased 
to importune him ou tho subject of eman- 
cipation 1 


It will bo seen that our Senator, like tho 


Milwaukee News and kindred prints, is 
alarmed at the probable influx of negroes 
into this state, if any considerable number 
of them obtain their freedom. He may be 
more sincere than those papers, but he is 
just as much mistaken. 
If he had looked 


about him, before he made his speech, he 
would have noticed the evidences of bis 
erroneous views in and about Washington. 
He would bate seen that it is not " impos- 
sible" for free blacks to livo side by side 
with whites in peace.

GENERAL: I Imve the honor to offer tbe 


following reasons for muviug tbe army of 
the Potomac across the Rappahannock 
sooner thau was anticipated, by the request 
of the secretary of war or yourself, and for 
crossing at a point different from the ono 
indicated to you at our last meeting at the 
President's. 
\ ' 


During my preparations for^crossing at 


the place I had at first selected, I discov- 
ered that tho enemy had thrown a largo 
portion of his force down the river .and 
elsewhere, thus weakening his defense in 
front ; and also that I discovered tbat'( be 
did not anticipate the crossing of our whole 
force nt Frcdcricksburg, and I hoped, by 
throwing the whole command over at that. 
place, to separate by a vigorous attack the 
forces of tho euetnyon tbe river below from 
the force behind, and on the crest in the 
rear of the town, in which case we could 
fight kim with great advantage in our favor. 


To do this we had to gain a bight on the 


extreme right of the crest, which bight 
commanded the new roud lutely made by 
the enemy for purposes of more rapid com- 
munication along hia lines, which point 
gained, his positions along the right crest 
would have been scarcely tenable, and be 
could bavo been driven from them easily 
by an attack on his front in connection 
with a movement on tho rear of the crest. 


How near we came to accomplishing our 


object, future reports will show. 


But for tho fault and uuexpccted and 


unavoidable delay in building the bridges 
which gave the enemy twenty-four hours 
moro to concentrate his forces iu his strong 
positions, we would almost certainly have 
succeeded, in which case the battle would 
have been, in my opinion far more decisive 
than if we bad crossed at the places first 
selected. As it waa, wo came very near a 
success. 
Failing in accomplishing the 


main object, we remained in order of battle 
two days, long enough to decide that the 
enemy would not come out of hia strong- 
hold to fight us with hia infantry, after 
which we~croesed to thia side of the river 
unmolested without tholoaaof men or prop- 
erty. 


As the day broke, our long lines of troops 


were seen marching to their different posi- 
tions us if going on parade. 


Not tho least demoralization or disorgan- 


ization existed. To the bravo officers and 
soldiers who accomplished the feat of rc- 
croeaing the river in the face of the enemy, 
I owe- everything. For the failure in the 
attack, I am responsible. As tbe extreme 
gallnntry, courage and endurance shown by 
them wus never exceeded, and would have 
carried the points, had it been possible. 
To tho families and friends of tbe dead, I 
can only offer my heartfelt sympathies ; 
but for tho wounded I can offer my earnest 
prayers for their comfortable and final re- 
covery. 


Tbe fact that I decided to move from 


Warrenton on to thin lino, rather against tbe 
opinion of tho President, Secretary of war, 
and yourself, and that you left tho whole 
movement in my handa, without giving me 
orders, makes me responsible. 1 will visit 
you very soon and give you more definite 
information, and finally wilt send you my 
detailed report in which a special acknowi- 
eiigetnen^ will be made of the services of 
tho different grand di visions, divisiou corps, 
und my general and staff departments of 
tho army of the Potomac, and to whom 1 
am BO much indebted for their support and 
hearty co-operation. 


I will add here that tho movement waa 


made earlier than you expected, nnd after 
tho President, Secretary and yourself re- 
quested me not to be in haste, for tho rea- 
mm thnt we wore supplied much aooutr by 
the different stuff departments than was an- 
ticipated. 


Our killed amounts to l,l»2, our wound- 


ed to about U,000, and our prisoners to 
about 700, which last havo been paroled 
and exchanged for about the nama number 
taken by us. 


The wounded wcro all removed to this 


side ot the river and arc being well cared 
for, and the dead wcro alt buried under n 


of truce. 


The surgeon's report is a much larger pro- 


portion of slight wounds than usual — 1,032 
only being treated in hospitals. 


I am glad to represent the army at the 


present time in good condition. 


Thanking the government for that entire 


support and confidence which I have al 
received from thcui, I remain, General, 
respectfully, your obedient servant.

How DI«n Act In Battle. 


A writer in the Philadelphia Press gives 


a graphic picture of the conduct of men 
under fire. It was French's division of 
Couch's corps from which tbo description 
in drawn : 


Steadily the brave fellows ascended the 


range of hills, two ranks deep, under a fu- 
rious firo of artillery, (lushing deatb'n ter- 
rors under the most (earful form, and g«ily 
they climbed thu numerous fences in their 
way. Men dropped, and broud gaps were 
made in their ntuki, but tho lines immedi- 
ately closed, and were compact as bufote. 
The wounded silently foil. All bosh about 
the screatna of the wounded that we read 
in book. 
On they went until a blazing lino 


of musketry stormed upon them from the 
rille pits hitherto invisible, aud induced n 
halt. 
Firmly they stood and returned the 


fire. Up went the awords of field officers 
wildly cheering them on. Again they ad- 
vanced—again they halted. Lino officers 
ran behind tho men, picking up cartridge 
boxes of the dead aud replenishing those 
of the living. Back and forth they went in 
the roar of their companies, Baking men if 
their ammunition held out, indicating local- 
ities where shots might be effective, and 
encouraging them with the hopeful words: 
" Steady, buys, steady : g!vn 'em h— I." 


"Smith, ore you hurt'/'' " Yes, air, my 
nrm ia broku." " Go to the rear, my buy." 
Another man falla. 
<( Where aro you hit, 


Roberta?" "In the thigh, air; I cnn'i 
move." "Lie still and keep cool,,they'll 
take you away soon." " Dennis, what's 
tho matter with you ? Why tha d— 1 don't 
you fire faster ?'' "The ball's banged the 
the top o' mo tnuskit togither, sir, and 
broke tho bagRonet." " Fitch it nwuy, 
here's another." 
" Firo faster, JOIIM." 


''Tlml'rt right, Robinson. Give it 'em." 
"Splendid, bojn, splendid !'' " Down with 
you ! there's a new battery opening t" So 
it goes — encouragement and reproof by 
turns, in qimntiticH varied by the individu- 
al vitality of tho officer, interspersed with 
constant orders to lie down and avoid the 
fire of batteries. 
"D — n this knapsack, I 


can't atand it-," and it is jerked off. "This 
coat's hot as hell I" says another, and off it 
goes. Terrible is the work of death. The 
enemy in rifle-pita have an advantage of 
three to one. They pop up their heads, 
fire, and down they go to load. " 0, blast 
it, captain, we aitit got no 'chance against 
against those fellers ; we ought to have re- 
inforcements." This cry extends along the 
lines. Colonels, in their visits ta tho com- 
pauien, Lear it from the Hue officer? ; noon 
it comes to tho knowledge of the generals, 
and, after an bour'a fighting, an order to 
fell back is given, which ia obeyed with a 
steady pace, mid but little straggling, to- 
wards the city, 


A good, prospect for a merry Chciatmm

As the details are received, the recent 


battle of Prairie Grove, in Arkansas, proves 
to have been one of the most extraordina- 
ry conflicts on record. 


The proportion of killed and wounded ia 


so great, and the odds against which our 
forces fought ao desperate, that the New 
York Times ia disposed to question the ac- 
curacy of Gen. Herron's report. It thinks 
it rather " staggering " to read that Gen. 
Iferron lost in killed and wounded nearly 
one-fourth of hia entire command, and that 
he deatroyed nearly as many of the enemy 
aa the whole number of his own army. 


In regard to our own lose, Gen. Uerron'a 


report of the affair ia.coufirmed by the re- 
turns from the 20th regiment. 
We have 


published the names of nearly 200 of that 
regiment who were killed or wounded at 
Prairie Grove. It ia not probable, after 
the fearful march of nearly one hundred 
miles performed by the regiment during 
the*three days preceding the bt^tle, that it 
couldibave brought over 600 effective men 
into the field. Its effective force probably 
did not exceed 600, aud its losa is therefore 
coriflidcrably,abovo one third of its whole 
number engaged. 


With respect to the loss ol tho enemy, it 


must be remembered that Gen. Blunt came 
up in tbe afternoon,'increasing our force to 
eight thousand men, while tbe auperior'de- 
Btructiveness of our arms, gave us an ad- 
vantage.

By this letter it appears that a battalion of 
tbe 2d Wisconsin cavalry, under Maj. Mil- 
le, and a portion of the 3d Wisconsin car* 
airy under Maj. Calkins, were engaged un- 
der Gen. Blunt, but suffered little. \ 


The 20th could only muster 157 men aft-

We begin to get at the cause of the re- 


cent cabinet crisis at Washington. It ap- 
pears that it did not originate from any- 
thing unknown to the public. It was sim- 
ply this : The administration had been en- 
deavoring to put down the rebellion for 
more than eighteen months, and had not 
succeeded; nor with ihe policy pursued, 
and She generals it was in the habit of put- 
ting in command, was it likely to do any 
better than it had done. 
This has been the 


feeling of a large majority of thinking men 
for several months. Then came the move- 
ment upon Fredericksburg, which was rec- 
ognized S3 the crisis of the war. If the 
national forces were victorious there, the 
rebellion would practically ead. 
If the 


rebels succeeded in defeating or repulsing 
our army, the campaign in Virginia for the 
year was brought to a disastrous close, and 
the rebellion had won for itself the right of 
recognition from foreign powers. 
The re- 


sult of the battle of Fredericksaarg was 
against us, and the administration was pro- 
nounced a failure. With abundant means 
in hid hands to insure succesii, it had man- 
aged affairs with such a vascilllating and 
feeble purpose that hope of reformation or 
change was gone, and since the President 
could not be reached, it was determined by 
the senators who had supported the admin- 
istration to strike at the ministry, who were 
the advisers of the President. 
We: under- 


stand tiat these seniors, after fully delib- 
erating upon the necessity of action, unan- 
imously came to the conclusion that as the 
administration then stood it could not be 
eapported by the friends of the country. 
They communicated their resolution to the 
President, telling him that he ought to re- 
organize his cabinet, that he must gather 
about him truur and stronger men ; and 
that the wicked, weak and vascillating 
counsellors, who had brought him and the 
country to its present condition should be 
discarded. 


It is said that Mr. Seward, upon hearing 


of the action of the senate, immediately 
/esigned and packed his trunk preparatory 
ibr a start homeward, and that Mr. Chase 
resigned as an example to others, that the 
President might be free to make up a new 
cabinet to suit him. 


Bat it seems that Messrs. Seward and 


Chase have both returned to their places, 
and now it is said that the ministerial crisis 
has b! ;.rn over, and the same old policy 
will t,, continued. 


Wb -97er may be the Teasons for the ac- 


tion of tbe two secretaries, one of them, 
Mr. Seward, has had an opportunity to 
learn what the country thinks of him, and 
he will hardly brave public opinion a great 
wMle longer. 
He is regarded as the chief 


counsellor for evil in the administration, 
and t<3 will soon take the hint and leave. 
If Slair and Bates could also be ousted,and 
thorough patriots put in their places, it 
would make a fair cabinet. 


tbe south and over-run the north, we <|uote ] 
from his speech wherein he says : 


" Suppose it should now be proposed to 


distribute the whole negro population equal- 
ly among the states, which would bring in- 
to the state of Wisconsin about one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand, say seven thou- 
sand to Milwaukee, and from one to two 
thousand each of the towns of Racine, 
Madison, Janesville, Kenosho, Watertown, 
Ushkosh, Fond dn Lac, and other places, 
what would be their feelings then ?

tion of this class who would come to Wood- 
stock, in that state, where he lived, would 
be five hundrsd, and therefore the anti- 
slavery friend of Senator Collamer ceased 
to importune him on the subject of eman- 
cipation ! 


It will be seen that our Senator, like the 


Milwaukee News and kindred prints, is 
alarmed at the probable influx of negroes 
into this state, if any considerable number 
of them obtain their freedom. He may be 
more sincere than those papers, but he is 
juat as much mistaken. 
If he had looked 


about him, before ha made his speech, he 
would have noticed the evidences of his 
erroneous views in and about Washington. 
He would have seen that it is not " impos- 
sible" for free blacks to live side by side 
with whites in peace. While he was speak- 
ing he should have known that there were 
11,000 free negroes in the District of Co- 
lumbia. 
Since then then the number has 


increased to 15,000 by emancipation, and 
yet the two races are living together there 
to their mutual advantage. 
If free nc 


groes are so certainly to spread over the 
north that it is possible to say with some 
certainty, as the Senator assumes to do 
that our share in this state would be 120,000 
and our own city 2,000, in case of genera 
emancipation, will the Senator tell us why

Gee of the arguments most constantly 


and most prominently made by the pro- 
slavery democrats in the western sta'es, 
against the emancipation of the slaves, is 
that they will, as scou as made free, spread 
all over tbe north. We heard a good deal 
of this, last fall, and the public are destined 
to hear more and more of it. as it has its 
effect upon superficial and ignorant minds. 
It is just such appeals to the selfish and 
barbarous passions which still darken our 
civilization, that demagogues of the demo- 
cratic school are likely to make. They deal 
in prejudice and not in reason, and hence 
it is consoling to them to learn from a re- 
publican Senator that " instinct," which be- 
longti to their animal nature, is " stronger 
and often times truer than reason." 
That 


is a sufficient justification for them, in their 
opinion, for the enactment of the " black 
laws " of Illinois and Indiania, and which 
Senator Clark attempted to hare added to 
oar Wisconsin statutes last winter. If they 
have no reasons to offer they can appeal to 
their instincts, and that, they have heard 
from republican authority, is sometimes 
truer than tha boasted reason which distin- 
guishes humanity from the beasts of the 
field.

The 
would, it seems, rather run the risk of be 
ing kidnapped into slavery than attempt i 
The uniform testimony of the blacks i 
that if they were not liable to be sold int 
servitude, they would all prefer to live a 
the south ; and instead of coming novth, i 
case of general emancipation, those wh 
are among us would take their dopartur 
to a more congenial climate in the gulf 
states. And it is, moreover, untrue that 
there is that instinctive repugnance to the 
blacks among tbe whites of the south, 
which tha Senator saya is so prevalent 
among the whites everywhere. We have 
tbe testimony of the Louisville Journal on 
this point, and we find it corroborated in 
tha letters of army correspondence every 
day. The whites at the south do not de- 
sire the removal of the blacks, even if they 
are made free. 
They have become accus- 


tomed to them and feel none of the instinct- 
ive abhorrence of them which so troubles 
our Senator. 


Now we are fully convinced that all true 


republicans beliuve that the only way of 
putting down this rebellion, and re-estab- 
lishing the Union on a permanent basis, is 
to emancipate and use iuall practical ways, 
the slaves of the rebels. But it is evident 
that the man who thinks and talks an the 
Senator does in his speech of the Iflth of 
March, cannot be honestly in favor of such 
a measure. 
Hia great desire is to get the 


negroes out of the country, and not to make 
use of their services in the war. Instead of 
providing against the perils of the present 
hour, his ideas are far away among the is- 
lands of the tropics, seeking a place for the 
banishment of men who are wanted in this 
crisis to save the country. Every strong 
arm and brave heart is needed now to save 
the life of the nation. 
Why should we de-

sequences to us ? And what insane folly 
or prejudice is it that induces men claiming 
to be statesmen to advise the people to 
commit a blunder so palpable and fatal that

Gen. Uurnaldfs Report. 


HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF POTOMAC, 1 


FALMOUTH, Va., Dec. 19.

To H. W. IlJlecU,General-in-Chief, Washington: 


GENERAL: I have the honor to offer the 


following reasons for moving the army of 
the Potomac across the Bappahannock 
sooner than was anticipated, by the request 
of the secretary of war or yourself, and for 
crossing at a point different from, the one 
indicated to you at our last meeting at the 
President's. 
r 
During my preparations forjicrossing at 


the place I had at first selected, I discov- 
ered that the enemy had thrown a large 
portion of his force down the river .and 
elsewhere, thus weakening his defense in 
front; and also that I discovered that, he 
did not anticipate the crossing of our whole- 
force at Fredericksbui'g, and I hoped, by 
throwing the whole command over at that, 
place, to separate by a vigorous attack the 
forces of the enemy on the river below from 
the force behind, and on the crest in the 
rear of the town, in which case we could 
fight him with great advantage in our favor. 


To do this we bad to gain a hight on the 


extreme right of the crest, which hight 
commanded the new road lately made by 
the enemy for purposes of more rapid com- 
munication along his lines, which point 
gained, his positions along the right crest 
would have been scarcely tenable, and he 
could have been driven from them easily 
by an attack on his front in connection 
with a movement on tho rear of the crest. 


How near we came to accomplishing our 


Object, future reports will show. 


But for the fault and unexpected and 


unavoidable delay in building the bridges 
which gave the enemy twenty-four hours 
more to concentrate his forces in his strong 
positions, we would almost certainly have 
succeeded, in which case the battle would 
have been, in my opinion far more decisive 
than if we had crossed at the places first 
selected. As it was, we came very near a 
success. 
Failing in accomplishing the 


main object, we remained in orderof battle 
two days, long enough to decide that the 
enemy would not come out of bis strong- 
hold to fight us with his infantry, after 
which welirossed to this side of the river 
unmolested without the loss of men or prop- 
erty. 


As the day broke, our long lines of troops 


were seen marching to their different posi- 
tions as if going on parade. 


Not the least demoralization or disorgan- 


ization existed. 
To the brave officers and 


soldiers who accomplished the feat of re- 
croBsing the river in the face of the enemy, 


it amounts to a crime ? 
Do we so much 


desire the death of our own kindred that 
we will not accept willing substitutes in 
their p'.aces, but instead are anxious to 
drive from our borders those who make the 
offer? 
Have we so much money that we 


can afford, at this tiuie, lo squander it in 
idle and reckless schemes for the deporta- 
tion of 4,500,000 of our population '! 


We think we have shown that Senator 


Doolittle's ideas in regard to emancipation 
and colonization are erroneous and in di- 
rect antagonism with the principles of re- 
publicanism ; that if they were carried out 
they would involve the nation in hopeless 
debt; and that they are inconsistent with 
the use which should now be made of the 
slaves as a war measure of ihe government 
for the suppression of the rebellion. 


These are among the reasons why the 


re-publicans of this state should be represent- 
ed in the United States senate by a man of 
different principles, more in accordance 
with tbe opinions of the great mass of the 
party in the state. We propose further, at 
some future time, to look iuto the senator's 
course on the confiscation bills last winter, 
and other subjects to which we have not 
directly alluded.

I will add here that the movement was 


made earlier than you expected, and after 
the President, Secretary and yourself re- 
quested me not to be in haste, for the rea- 
son thnt we were supplied much sooner by 
the different staff departments than was an- 
ticipated. 


Our killed amounts to 1,152, our wound- 


ed to about 9,000, and our prisoners to 
about 700, which last hava been paroled 
and exchanged for about the same number 
taken by us. 


The wounded were all removed to this 


side of the river and are being well cared 
for, and the dead were all buried under a 
flag of Iruce. 


The surgeon's report is a much larger pro- 


portion of slight wounds than usual—1,(J32 
only being treated in hospitals. 


I am glad to represent the army at the 


present time in good condition. 


Thanking the government for that entire 


support and confidence which I have always 
received from them, I remain, General, very 
respectfully, your obedient servant.

How BI«n Act In Battle. 


A writer in the Philadelphia Press gives 


a graphic picture of the conduct of men 
under fire. It was French's division of 
Couch's corps from which the description 
is drawn: 


Steadily the brave fellows ascended the 


range of hills, two ranks deep, under a fu- 
rious firo of artillery, flashing death's ter- 
rors under the moat fearful form, and gaily 
they climbed the numerous fences in their 
way. Men dropped, and broad gaps were 
made in their rauln, but the lines immedi- 
ately closed, and were compact aa b«foie. 
The" wounded silently fell. 
All bosh about 


the screams of the wounded that we read 
in book. On they went until a blazing line 
of musketry stormed upon them from the 
riSe pits hitherto invisible, aud induced a 
halt. 
Firmly they stood and returned the 


fire. Up went the swords of fitld officers 
wildly cheering them on. Again they ad- 
vanced—again they halted. Line officers 
ran behind"the men, picking up cartridge 
boxes of the dead and replenishing those 
of the living. Back and forth they went in 
the rear of their companies, asking men if 
their ammunition held out, indicating local- 
ities where shots might be effective, and 
encouraging them with the hopeful words; 
" Steady, boys, steady ; give 'em h—1." 


"Smith, are you hurt?'" ''Yes, sir, ray 
arm is broke." " Go to the rear, ray boy." 
Another man falls. " Where are you hit, 
Roberts?" "In the thigh, sir; I can't 
move." "Lie still and keep cool, they'll 
take yon away soon." " Dennis, what's 
the matter with you ? Why the d—1 don't 
you fire faster ?" " The ball's banged the 
the top o; me inuskit togither, sir, and 
broke the baggonet." " Pitch it away, 
here's another." 
" Fire faster, Jone.i." 


•' That's right, Robinson. Give it 'em."

An Extraordinary liKttle. 


As the details are received, the recent 


battle of Prairie Grove, in Arkansas, proves 
to have been one of the moat extraordina- 
ry conflicts on record. 


The proportion of killed and wounded is 


so great, and the odds against which our 
forces fought so desperate, that the New 
York Times is disposed to question the ac- 
curacy of Gen. Herron's report. It thinks 
it rather " staggering " to read that Gen. 
Herron lost in killed and wounded nearly 
one fourth of his entire command, and that 
he destroyed nearly aa many of the enemy 
as the whole number of hia own army. 


In regard to our own loss, Gen. Herron's 


report of the affair is confirmed by the re- 
turns from the 20ih regiment. We have 
published the names of nearly 200 of that 
regiment who were killed or wounded at 
Prairie Grove. It ia not probable, after 
the fearful march of nearly one hundred 
miles performed by the regiment during 
the'tiiree days preceding the bustle, that it 
coulotifiave brought over 600 effective men 
into thlt fieldi Its effective force probably 
did not exceed 600, and its loss ia therefore 
con9iderabiy.,above one third of its whole 
number engaged. 


With respect to the loss-of the enemy, it 


must be remembered that Gen. Blunt came 
up in the afternoon, increasing oar force to 
eight thousand men, while the superior de- 
structiveness of our arms gave us an ad- 
vantage. 
; 


A correspondent who was with Gen. Blunt 


sends us a very interesting account of the 
battle which we print in to-day's paper.— 
By this letter it appears that a battalion of 
the 2d Wisconsin cavalry, under Maj.; Mil- 
le, and a portion of the 3d Wiacons»'cav- 
airy under Haj. Calkins, were engaged un- 
der Gen. Blunt, but suffered little. \ 


The 20th could only muster 167 men aft- 


er the battle.—Madison Journal.
